He 
believed that tho jus‘1ces who committed’ them ‘Would sit on the benth, 
with other magistrates, at the Quarter Sessions, and that, in consequence, hig 
case would be prejudiced before the bench of magistrates on his trial, He had 
also beer advised, and belleved, that one or moro points of law would 
xrise on the Indictments, which he wished should be argued before one of the 
learned jxdges of the superior courts, and he intended to apply. for a special 
jury, and to engage for his defence one of her. Majesty’s counsels or a serjeant 
Jearned ir the law. The affidavit went on to state that the charge against him 
had been the subject of much discussion in the vicinity of the town in which 
he had to appear, and that great feoling had been displayed by the inhabitants, 
some of whom might be summoned on the Jury; and further, that the local 
journals had commented on the case, endeavouring to prejudjce the same, and 
that one of the witnesses for the prosecution was a magistrate of the county, 
For these reasons, King alleged that he could not have a fair trial at the quarter 
Sessions, and prayed that the indictmont might be removed into the superior 
court. Tle application was on behalf of himself and the other defendants, 
oud was made with their sanction. His only object in making the ap- 
plication vas to have a fair trial, and not for the purpose of delaying the trial 
of the indietment.

In his charg) to the grand jury, the noble Chairman said there was one case 
in the calonda: which was of considerable importance, and of such an unusual 
character, tha: he felt bound t> make some observations upon it.

were charged with committing a riot and assault ata recent .prize-fight, of 
which no doubt they ha tall heard. The first charge alleged was for riot, and 
he would just giva them a general notion of what legally constituted that 
offence. It must be proved that three or more persons assembled together, and 
that that assen.bling together was accompanied bysome circumstances of actual 

h tendencies. towards violence as were 
calculated to inspire people with fear. Any and all persons assembling to 
witness such proceeding would be liable to be tried for committing 
a breach of tse peace, and that, in law, would be a. riot. With regard 
to that part of the charge which was alleged as an assault. everybody well 
knew that a fight in cold blood, asa prize-fight would be; constituted a breach 
of the peace, and all connected with it, either as principals, seconds, or 
lookers-on, .were there as aiders and abettors, and. therefore guilty of an as-; 
silt. He was slso bound to point out to them that, should a prize-fight 
terminate in the death of cither of the combatants, that would be murder in 
the eye of the lav; but it was different whére men fought after a quarrel, 
and when their Hood was up; then the law held that death so caused amounted 
to no more than manslaughter. But the Grand J ury would observe that then 
the fight was not for money or a prize. He (the noble Chairman) had directed 
the attention of the Grand Jury to that matter, becanse the persons, engaged 
in the riot were eso charged with the assault, and it would ba‘ sufficient to 
Justify the GrandJury in sending the parties down to the petty jury for trial 
if they wero satsfod that their participation in any way'as. siders and 
ubettors in the fight was clearly proved. It would be so a8 ‘well if, for the 
mero purpose of gratifying their curiosity, they encouraged the principals in 
lighting by. theit presence. His lordship continued :~Having thus so far 
Called your attention to the indictment itself, I think it my duty to make a few 
remarks upon ths subject of prize-tighting itself, because we all know that 
Prize-fighting is notorious and contrary to the law of England. It must be a

MAGISTERIAL MEETING UPON THE CONVEYANCE 
OF PUGILISTS BY RAILWAY. 


Tne Sussex ‘authoritics held a meeting on Monday to consider the matter in 
respect to the transit of pugilists by rail Mr, Courthope complained of the 
Sonth-Eastern Company for conveying passengers to the late fight. It being 
an‘illegal act,the Directors had acted wrongly in doing what they had done. In 
point of fact, they had given a distinct pledge not to do. so in 1859 on. the oc- 
casion of a former fight. He moved that the company he written to, to stop 
such things for the future.—Mr. Darby seconded the proposition. 

The Eart of Chichester said he had-no objection to communicating with the 
chairman of the company on the subject, but he thought it was neither be- 
coming nor dignified for the Court to. give ajudgment in what was not proved 
before it. are! 

Mr, Beattie said he did not wish to appear there as the representative of the 
railway company, but, as a director, he desired to make some remarks in 
vindication of the course they had pursued. After alluding to several matters 
adverted to by Mr. Courthope, and previous speakers, he said, with regard to 


the power. given to railway companies to grant special trains, that was- 


intended as a benefit to the public; and, even in the matter of prize-fights, it 
was better that such parties should have a train to themselves than be 
crowded into an ordinary passenger train. Railway companies had received 
complaints of such parties getting into the regular trains, and the simplest and 
best plan was for them to have a train to themselves. With respect to Mr. 
Darby's statement, that. they ought to know what the law was, and that they 
ought to refuse to grant a special train when it was known that the parties 
were going toa prise-gns if such were the law it ought to be known. He 
would repeat what he had said in his letter to Mr Courthope, when. that 


gentleman had courteously informed him that he intended to bring the matter’ 


before that Court, which was to the effect that the railway company, having 
advertised their ordinary trains at specified rates, and that special trains could 
also be had at special rates, they were not at liberty. to pick their customers, 
but it wag their duty to grant every such application, without inquiring into 

e purposes. He believed that was the law at the present time. 

Mr. Hussey said he hoped it would not go forth to the public that railway 
companies in this country were bound to provide special trains for any pur- 
pose, because if their neighbours across the Channel knew this. they might 
avail themselves of it to carry out their schemes of invasion. (Laughte.1)

Dunia the last week, an unfounded rnmour obtained cirenlation that 
the Great Britain ‘steamship, which conveyed: our gallant cricketers to 
the Antipodes was lost. 6 gave neither credence nor currency to the 
report, which appears to have had its origin from the fact that a sailing 
vessel of that name, .belonging ta Alexander and Co., London, which 
left London for New Zealand, had been. wrecked on. December 8, at St, 
Jago, off the Cape de. Verd Islands; crew and passengers saved. 

In order to allay any fears that may have arisen in the minds of the 
friends of the Australian Twelve, and of those interested in their 
asfety, we copy the following from the Liverpoal Telegraph of Saturday 
ast :— 


“Tre Great Brrraw Screw Sreamsur.—The loss of the ship 
Great Britain, from London to New Zealand, has been erroneously re- 
ported in some provincial papers as the steamship Great. Britain, which 
vessel was all well when last heard from, and is expected to be now in 
the port of Melbourne,” ; 
_ In the London papers’ shipping intelligence of Saturday last appeared 
the following :-— 

“VESSELS Sroxen.—A_ large double-topsail-yard-screw steamer, 
steering south, November 11, 248., 23 W."

The Friar is consulted by John of Gaunt as to tho best 
method of securing, by hocus pocus, the maid Rose, and the great 
ecclesiastical chemist Yrecommends' 10,0002. a-year, and unlimited 
pin money, and John of Gaunt. goos to try it on; and 
the remaining scenes are all pantomime, in which the: renowned 
Gaunt obtains’ possession of the Maid, and a grand Tournament takes 
place as in ancient days, and desperate encounters are exhibited, and 
‘there is a most Indicrous tilt between Chaucer and John ef Gaunt, and 
then the scene changes to one of the most noyel and striking transfor- 
mations that we have ever seen. Tho agency of real water is adopted 
to give greater effect to the illusion which is produced. We say illu- 
sion because the water is poured down upon the stage in such a man- 
ner that the’ fairies and nymphs appear to be floating about in it, and 
the effect is not only delightful but very astonishing, We should be 
sorry to hazard a guess at the quantity of water that is used for this 
scene, lest it should appear like an exaggeration. Where it comes from 
and where it all goes to, are mysteries which we will not attempt even 
by guess to solve. Suffice it to say, that a most. brilliant effect is pro- 
duced, and will be looked upon, we doubt not, as one of the pantomime 
wonders of the season. The comic business is of a very elaborate 
description. Harlequin is Mr. Driver : Columbine, Miss Newham ; 
Harlequina, Miss Nelly Davis ; Pantaloon, Mr. Stilt; and Clown, 
Mr. fawin Edwards, whe has achieved ‘some celebrity on the 
Continent, as well as at the Olympic a few years ago. 
SADLER'S WELLS. } 

The pantomime is from the pon of Mr. F. Cheatham, and is called 
“The Prince of the Peaceful dalatidys or, Harlequin and the Magic 
Pearl, the Centaur, and the Fairy Amazon.” In the first scene, a 
Corridor in the Castle: of King Covetous, we were introduced to the 
King and his son, Prince’ Humpty, played respectively by Mr. W. D. 
Gresham and Mr. George Fishor—two good burlesque actors, as_ they 
proved, and their songs and dances wore eagerly applauded, while 
their manner of thumping and’ kicking the. courtiers created much 
laughter. Inthe second scene, the Eagle's Peak (by moonlight), a 
comical combat was witnessed between the Centaur (Mr, 'T’, B, Bennett) 
and the Fairy Benifiventia (Miss Mandlebert), in which the latter of 
course - triumphed, and her pretty poses’ and’ graceful gesticulations 
formed a strong contrast to those of the monster. The main weight of 
the opening, however, rests upon Misa Minnie Davis (Prince Exquisite) 
Preciosus (Miss Minnie Harrison), and Miss Eliza Hamilton Circaas 
‘Peerless), and the parodios and songs rendered by all three 
of these were marked with much humour, as were’ their comic 
Torpsichorean illustrations, They were frequently obliged to repeat. 
them, and the Manageress of the Theatro: may congratulate herself 
upon the possesbion of three genuine burlesque artists. Mr. A. Denial 
made the most of his part of Agricola, a Shepherd, though the dethroned 
King of the Peaceful totatia > and his spouse was personated by Mrs. 
H. Wallis; while there was'a host of auxiliary characters, among them 
one Moocha, an Eagle, who isa most gigantic bird, An excellent 
ballet also takes place, supported by an able troupe of coryphees, and 
some of these afterwards appear as Fairy Amazons, and, led by Miss 
Mandlebert, go through some fascinating evolutions. As for the sconery, 
the name of Mr. James is so well known in connection with scenic 
effects in the London Theatres that our readers would hardly believe us 
did we not say that it is of the most beautiful character, and in the 
opening we may more especially alludo to the Arcadian Retreat and 
Home of the Fairies, the Lake in the Verdant Glade, and the Source of 
the Silver Stream, in the Valley of Enchanted Fountains, All these are 
perfect triumphs in their way, and that the audience were gratified 
was evidenced by the hearty way in which they called for the artist, 
who had to appear in company with Miss Marriott. A similar call 
they had to answer long before the full developement of the trans- 
formation scene, The Opal Throne of the Amazonian Queen in the 
Golden Hall of Pendant Gems, and, brilliant as some of Mr. James's 
previous efforts have proved, we question if he has not outdone 
them all on this occasion. The urrangement of the fairy figures, too, 
save the scene a most beautifuland chaste effect, and we shall not be 
ar out in auguring for the Sadler's Wells Christmas piece a long and 
successful run. In the Harlequinade, as usual, the fun and frolic is of 
the most boisterous and overwhelming description, and, as we have 
before taken occasion to notice, Mr. Buck ig ono of the most agile and 
clever Clowns on the stage. Mr. George Beckett, too, is parti cularly 
sprightly as Harlequin, and Miss Atterwell makes a tost graceful and 
bewitching Columbine, while a pretty pas sho dances in the ballet scene 
will make her a favourite here, ites W. Lacy may take it as a com- 
‘pliment from us that he looks as stupid and imbecile a Pantaloon as can 
we}l be, and the Sprites—four in number—aro played by the Eltonian 
Family, who, if they do not do anything particularly ori inal, are 
nevertheless first-class gymnasts. The scenes in the Harlequinade 
number five, and mixed up with the fun that attends their working 
out are the usual allusions to the most absorbing topics of the da and 
the whole winds up with another gorgeous tubleau, called Tha 
Dazzling Home of the Fairies. 

SURREY, 

Tho peutonie of “Old King Cole” at this house is a great and 
deserved success ; anything more perfect in detail cannot be conceived, 
and the Surrey still’ maintains its vast supremacy in. this branch of 
entertainment. The curtain rises upon the Realms of Fancy; the 
particular locality being the Bungalow of Bull Frog, and the abode of 
Old Toad--a very beautiful Keno, painted by Mr. 0. Brew, At the 
Surrey we have not long to wait for the comic business, Here they 
plunge tn medias res comicas at once, and the kicks and slaps begin as 
soon as the dialogue. The connection between Old Ki ing Cole, the Frog 
who would a wooin go, and Ride-a-cock-horse, may ‘not seem very 
clear at first sight; ah there is a connection nevertheless, and ono 
quite in the spirit of the times.

THE VICTORIA; 

The Christmas entertainment is entitled “Giselle and the Phantom 
Night Dancers; or, Harlequin and the Genius of Discord,” and 
is founded upon the well-known story. At this timo last year Messrs. 
Frampton and Fenton had hardly entered upon the lesseeship of this 
theatre more than a month, and conseqently they were unable to fully 
develop those scenic and ballet resources they ard known to possess, 
but on this occasion they concentrated all their energies upon their 
second effort, and we are glad to record with the most brilliant 
and satisfactory result. The pantomime has been invented and - 
written by Messrs. F. Fenton and W. R. Osman, and though the 
audience could not fully appreciate the puns and smart sayings with 
which it abounds, in consequence of the frequent interruptions, the 
Christmas entertainment may be also pronounced a success in a literary 
point of view.

Tux following, relative to the late great International Fight, 
appeared in the January number of “Temple Bar” :— 

Having determined to attend one of those practical exposi- 
tions on the hand, whereon Bell's Life so eloquently dilates; I 
put myself into training, by dining overnight with two clerical 
friends at an old-fashioned. Covent-garden hotel, where I find 


the coffee-room full of cattle-show agriculturists, many of 
first. speaker, 


whom, the head waiter assures me, are going to the ball first, 
and ‘then to the fight.” Now “the ball’’is’ given in aid of the 
Dramatic College ; and I know no better way of whiling away 
the time which must elapse before I start, than by following their 
example. Here I linger so.long, and enjoy myself so much, that 
it is with difficulty Iam torn away by the friend who is to accom- 
pany me, in time to doff “the customary suit of solemn black ” 
for 2 costume more appropriate to my mission, and more con- 
sonant with the appearance expected from a disciple of Bell. 
This done, and arriving at Londou-bridge about five a.m., after 
having picked up another friend en route, we find a considerable 
crowd clustered outside the station; but, keeping together, we 
make our way through it without difficulty. Our progress is 
aided by the guardians of the peace, whose glazed hats are plea- 


santly conspicuous, and who form a sort of avenue up which we | 


pass. Once through the door, I am reminded of the means 
adopted to feed the lions and tigers at the Zoological ‘Gardens ; 
for it is promptly closed, and we stand in a small passage, making 
a capital den; and from which there ia no egress aave through a 
carefully-guarded gate. ‘The proportion of policemen and officials 
to the takers of tickets at thia time seems to be about three to 
one. In obedience to instructions, we present in rotation 381. at 
a small open window to the left, and each receives a railway 
ticket of the ordinary size and shape, but with the vague words, 
“From London and Back,” printed across its red and | white 
stripes. On formally showing this to the keepers of the gate 
- (who are only a couple of yards off, and who have already in- 
apected the whole process of disbursement and. receipt), we are 
passed through, and stand free and clear upon that portion of 
the South-Eastern platform whereon luggage for the Continent 
is weighed and labelled, i 

To the right of the closed bookstall and shelves ia a barricade, 
behind which stand a phalanx of. railway porters, who. are 
ostensibly looking at nothing in particular, but who are evi- 
dently ready for action in case of need, Admirably arranged, 
we say to each other, as we glance round the half-lit station, 
and see everywhere evidence of a care so thoughtful as to render 
disturbance or confusion all but impossible. In small instal- 
ments of three or four, we see our fellow-travellers come gradu- 
ally in, some proceeding at once to the train, which is, we learn, 
in readiness at the ordinary departure platform; others, like our 
selves, lingering in groups of two or three, to chat over their suc- 
cessful entry, and to inspect the later arrivals, Where is the 
confusion, the recklessness, the discomfort we had been taught 
to expeet as the inevitable accompaniment of. our lawless trip? 
Instead of. these, we find ourselves strolling from-one part of the 
station to the other, within prescribed limits, it is true, but 
with as much freedom and as little crowding as if we were 
bound upon any matter-of-fact journey at an unpopular hour. 
Here, however, in spite of the apparent calm, every one seems 
conscious that he is taking an active part in a huge practical 
joke, the development of which depends upon his individual dis- 
cretion. After loitering for half an hour or 80, We sec a tall 
handsome young man passed through the wicket, in company 
with two friends. Slightly stooping, and with some superfluity 
of wraps, he pleasantly acknowledges the greetings of those 
around, nodding good-humouredly, and displaying « white and 
even set of teeth, as he breaks into a winning smile. Doubtless 
some exalted patron of the Ring, who, has distributed largesse, 
and who is well known through frequently attending such meet- 
ings as this. He looks like a sporting gentleman, though his 
rough travelling (dress, his closely-cropped hair, and shaven face, 
give him a peculiar and distinctive look. An officious and ridicu- 
lous stranger tells us that thisis King; whereupon we laugh him 
utterly to scorn. . This the prize-fightor who is about td stand 
up against the redoubtable Heenan? This the man whose 
blows are those of a sledge-hammer?. It is too absurd for refu- 
tation. Where are, the small ‘eyes, the heavy jowl, the broken 
nose, the scarred visage, the hang-dog expression, by which, as 
we have been, told, all. prize-fighters may be distinguished ? 
Merely for the sake of demolishing our misinformant by our 
superior knowledge of life, we appeal to a knowing-looking man 
in a fur cap, who curtly replies, “Of course it is! Where may 
you have been all your life?” whereat our moral stature is per- 
ceptibly decreased. Recovering from this shock, our next feeling 
is that the fight will be a short one indeed, and that this thin- 
faced, regular-featured young fellow has been cruelly pressed 
into a position for which he is utterly unfitted, “Over- 
trained!” “Greyhoundy!” were the respective criticisms of 
my two friends; and when we took our seats in the train, it 
was with the full conviction that we had seen the victim of .the 
day. There is no crowding. Shall we seat ourselves in that 
first-class carriage, in which there are three vacant seats? or 
shall we have a compartment in that second-class ont opened for 
us (all classes being equal on this occasion), and select our own 
places? Obsequious attendant scttles the question by unlocking 
a door, and we jump into the second-class one, followed by some 
half-dozen fellow-travellers. A little waiting, a good deal of fun 
at the expense of the poor “roughs,” who have walked up the 
line, or Berambted over parapets at the risk of their lives, to sur- 
reptitionsly® gain seats, from which they are ignominiously 
ousted by the guard; and at about six o'clock we glide slowly 
out into the Starlight. 

Now comes the curious feeling as to whither we are bound. 
To be shut up in railway train, on an illegal crrand, with 
several hundred fellow-travellers, a considerable proportion. of 
whom are generally credited with obtuse moral perceptions, and 
to have rather less knowledge ag to aur destination, than if we 
were 80 many prisoners of war in a strange land, is in itself a 
tolerably novel position. " But we don’t reflect much on this ; for 
conversation sets in, and, with a laudable determination to agree 
with everybedy on all subjects, We proceed to look at, and talk 
with, our fellow-conspirators. Great praise viven to the railway 
comapny ; hearty congratulations as to the absence of roughs 
(the strongest of these coming from the nicn who came most 
strictly within that cateyory); speculations: as to the locality 
of “the mill, and ag to the probability of ity being interruptcd ; 
and a general disposition for a trial by wager” on all topics,— 
were Aes pe characteristics of our Opening talk. « Gentle- 
men en orce opinions upon many a subject by offering to take 
twenty or forty to one, that their view will be verified by events 
But it is soon evident that the givers of odds were mM some other

carriage; and so, in default of pecuniary 
ourselves to anecdote and compliment, 
“That’s a pretty bit of timber, sir,” said a thick-necked man 
with pock-marked face, and a voice like u raven, to a “ bold 
smuggler” (of Havannahs from Shoreditch) looking fellow to my 
left, whose bludgeon would, properly wielded, have felled an ox. 
“Ay,” said he, with a complacent chuckle. “Do you remem- 
ber the tap Joe Kobley” (I forget. the exact name, but it was 
something like this) “ got ven he vos a trying ’ard to vin in ’56 ?” 
“Certainly I do.” (Very slowly.) “Wot of it?” from the 


“Well, this ere stick giy’ it im, that’s all.” 

From which interesting bit of information we inferred (as 
it was accompanied by a triumphant wink) that the owner of 
the “bit of timber” had been interested in the success of Mr. 
Kobley’s opponent, and that he had aided that opponent’s efforts 
by a little practical assistance. Who could fail to laugh at such 
a delicate stroke of humour, particularly when its at present 
civil, but possibly truculent, author was within “ tapping” dis- 
tance of us all? [know I gave way to approving mirth with 
‘immense celerity, and that every occupant of the carriage fol- 
lowed my example. ‘This cemented our travelling friendship in 
'a surprising way: it was felt that we were all of “the right 
‘sort,” good jovial fellows who understood the ways of the 
world, and were not trammelled by petty prejudices. 

Another gentleman, inspired by the success of the stick story, 
now handed round an instrument, some four inches tong, which 
appeared to be something between a pocket-corkscrew and a 
Chinese puzzle: “It’s not so much vanted in this country,” he 
explained, “ but it’s very ’andy in America, vhere they’ve gota 
knack of sometimes coming into your bedroom ven they’re not 
vanted. You've only to load it, and just screw this end into the 
door, and the first person a-comin’ in gets a bullet in his stomach !” 
What a capital invention we think it, and how respectfully we 
express our admiration! How jolly we all are, to be sure, and 
what a pleasant party we make! So fortunate, too, as we 
unanimously repeat, that this time, at all events, there can be 
no “roughs ” present at the fight! Pray understand that there 
has been no covert threatening, or any disposition to browbeat 
oralarm, The bludgeon, and the self-acting pistol, are shown 
and praised ; as choice specimens of their kind, just as some people 
take a pridein displaying a rare edition, or a costly proof. That 
is all. Perfect good temper, and a general disposition to oblige, 
manifest themselves very strongly. Windows are kept up or 
down, in obedience to the general wish; seats are exchanged at 
will; we have anecdotes of bygone fights; hear particulars of 
the private habits, tastes, and gaieties of Mr. Heenan ; and‘gain 
immense popularity by expressing our admiration of the gentle- 
manly bearing of his rival, who is, we learn, engaged to be 
married as soon as he gets over the effects of the coming fight. 
The “bold smuggler” offers us cigars; other gentlemen ex- 
change sips from soda-water bottles; and the owner of the 
pistol shows himself a keen lover of nature, by steadfastly 
admiring the rising sun; and by earnestly warning the somnolent 
that they are “missing all the beauty of the morning.” Strip the 
conversation of some of its full-blooded adjectives, and it is 
heither better nor worse than may be heard in any set of men 
who are bound together by the common tie, of attachment to a 
particular sport. I have heard that the regular attendants at 
executions have ajchronology of their own, and date the time of 
their marriage or the age of their children, by the period which 
has elapsed since ‘* Manning’s year,” or ‘“ Celestina’s reprieve ;” 
and our present friends, substituting prize-fights. for hangings, 
seem to adopt a similar course. But there is no expression either 
of cruelty or feeling. A good fight is hoped for; interference is 
deprecated; and renewed compliments are passed upon the 
management of the railway-company, who (after a calculation 
has been made, and some 38,0001 arrived at as the amount of 
their receipts) are magnanimously declared to “ deserve every 
penny they git.” 

After some two hours spent in this fashion—aftor several 
false alarms, and one or two “ make-believe” halts—-we pull up 
at what I have since seen described as “the peaceful village of 
Wadhurat in Sussex,” but which seemed to me to consist of one 
public-house, a railway-station, and some timber trucks. A few 
minutes’ doubt as to this being our final destination, and, after 
this has been decided, a few minutes’ more doubt, as to which 
road we are to take to the scene of action, and we resolve our- 
selves into a straggling line some thousand strong, and proceed 
down a muddy road t» the left, from which we shortly double, 
and find ourselves, after a brief ascent, at the open gate of a 
field, evidently selected beforehand, and apparently well suited 
to our purpose. Into this field we troop; and now for the first 
time Tam able to take a comprehensive glance around, and to 
form some estimate as to “ Who’s who?” among my fellow- 
travellers. 

The assemblage is a curiously varied one, but it is obvious 
that the “swells” are more largely represented than any other 
class, Here they are, of all sizes, colours, ages, and degree ; not 
greatly disguised, but wearing natty caps and well-made lounging 
coats, travelling mufflers, and all-covering capes, much as if they 
had come out for a bathe, and meant to finish their toilet after 
breakfast, A small minority are made up as sham roughs, in 
long drab coats and huge fur-caps, like opaque bird-cages ; 
but there is not the least attempt to conceal identity. 

A large proportion of the people present appeared to be on inti- 
mate terms, and fragments of conversation, in which such 
phrases as “the Rag,” and « Regent’s-park Barracks,” and 
“the stage-door,” bear prominent part, are not unfrequently 
heard. Yonder ‘is a distinguished novelist; behind him stands 
the proprietor of a London music-hall, who is reported to have 
backed Heenan heavily, and whose own physique smacks 
strongly of the ring; chatting frecly with him is the musical 
coxductor and leading tenor of the hall aforesaid; to his left, 
stand a couple of journalists, who seem as witty and light- 
hearted as if marvellously minute observation, and speedy and 
graphic reproduction, had “ come by nature,” and were merely 
a matter of fun; beyond them again I note a handsome, open 
face, with a bright eye and intelligent smile, and am told to my 
surprise that it belongs to the keeper of a night-house near the 
Haymarket; while I recognise in the stout and jovial yeoman, 
who is now lighting a cigar, the (professionally) heavy villain 
of an Kast-End theatre, 

At this time the ring-keepers appear upon the scene, vending 
tickets for the “ reserved seats” (one of which I purchase), at ten 
shillings a head, while camp-stools and trusses of straw are 
eagerly bought up at a similar price. Every body is now won- 
dering why the performance does not commence, and, amid ill- 
suppressed impatience, sandwiches, and pocket-flasks, greetings 
and conversation are used to while away the time, until we 
observe some of the people slowly oozing out of one corner of 
the field. Following them, without quite knowing why, we 


excitement, we devote 
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traverse some more of the muddy road, scale a bank or two, 
and, breaking through a few hedges, cross more fields, to arrive 
ataless marshy but more exposed site. After a few moments 
suspense, the stakes and ropes are put out, and we take our 
places round what will shortly be thering. Newly painted white, 
and with gaily-coloured tops, in which blue predominates, “the 
stakes” smack strongly of “scenes of the circle,” reminding 
one of the poles over which we have all seen “Couriers of St. 
Petersburg” dexterously jump, whilst carrying home despatches, 
on any number of bare-backed steeds. The ropes are next put 
in, and stalwart men, of every variety of ugliness, brandish 
gutta-percha whips, looking like huge sticks of chocolate, but 
which are said to be lissom to their holders, and painful to the 
struck, : 

Failing to get amongst the first three rows, we stand imme- 
diately behind the sitters, and within three or four yards of 
what is eventually King’s “corner.” The seconds now come 
on. First we have a grotesque figure in a bright-yellow jersey 
reaching to the knees, whose prematurely aged, albeit coarscly 
humorous, face is surmounted by a fur-cap with protruding 

lappets, which stick up like ears, and whose neck is swathed 
in a white neckerchief with gaudy stripes. This broadly-built 

| jack-pudding is Mr. Thomas Sayers, the whilom opponent of 

Heenan, who is now acting as his “ best friend,” and who looks 
as if he had compressed a vast amount of animal indulgence 
into the last three years. Next, a hard-looking man is pointed 
| out to me asJack Macdonald, who acts as Mr. Sayers’s colleague ; 
while in the smooth-faced, shouting man, who has lost an eye, 
and who jests at his misfortune by yelling out, “We shall keep 
our eye upon yer!” we see Mr. Bos Tyler; and in the rosy, 
healthy, black-whiskered English face, Mr. Jerry Noon, who 
rejoices, we are told, in the title of “the unbought and the un- 
defeated.” - Both of the last-named gentlemen are the seconds 
of Mr. King. A cry of “Here’s Heenan!” and we see the 
American step into the ring and shake hands with his rival : 
this is not the merely professional shake which invariably pre- 
cedes a fight (that is to come), but the casual greeting of two 
traders before business begins. — 

About an hour and a half have elapsed since we left the train ; 
and our fears of interruption, and of there being no fight after 
all, are beginning to be allayed at the sight of both the men, 
when Pandemonium seems suddenly let loose, Yells and shricks 
of “ He wos barred from the fust!” “There shan’t be no fight!” 
(I omit the asseverations; think of the strongest you ever heard, 
and multiply their strength by two); “It'll be a cross!” from 
the professional gentlemen and the betting gentlemen, and excla- 
mations of wonder and despair from outsiders like ourselves, 
went on for at least twenty minutes. Much gesticulation, and 
many fists shaken in the face of a quiet-looking man, who has 
been named (in a letter just opened from the stakeholder) us 
referee, and who is objected to for some reason unknown. King 
and Heenan themselves take no part in the disturbance, but are 

‘tenderly swathed and wrapped, and are lying almost at full 
‘length, motionless and quiet as mummies. An excited gen- 
‘tleman, with red-rimmed eyes, to my right, here makes a short 
ispeech, which it is quite as well did not reach the ears of those 
to whom it is addressed, “Damme!” said he, “all of ye, fight! I 
came down here to see a mill—it’s cost me four pounds !-—and a 
mill F must have. I don’t care which of ye it is, you're all alike 
to me; and if I could only see the lot of ye licking into each 
other for an hour or two, I should go home satisfied.” But the 
storm is abating; and after one or two ineffectual attempts to 
thrust the thankless office of referee upon other shoulders, 
the original person (Bell) is accepted, with the comforting 
assurance that “if he doesn’t do wot’s right, we’ll murder him!” 

And now the men are stripped, and the fight is to begin in 

real earnest. Heenan, shorn of the moustache we see in his 
portraits, stands forth first, and, proudly looking round, holds 
out his arms at full length, and displays such cords and thews, 
such mountains of hard but undulating muscle, as elicit a 
hearty burst of cheering from all sides, The look of exultant 
superiority which never left his face until it was expressionless ; 
the laughing indifference with which he came up first, round 
after round, as if the punishment he received had, fallen upon 
some other person in whom he took little interest; the airof half 
-idle curiosity with which he seemed to gauge King’s powers 
of endurance, and his palpably firm belief that the ultimate 
fate of his adversary was a mere question of time,—remind one 
now of the confidence of the Philistine, who, when he «looked 
about, and saw David, disdained him: for he was but a youth, 
and ruddy, and of a fair countenance.” For although not un- 
equally matched in height, the gigantic frame and erect bear- 
ing of the American cause him to look giant-like by the side 
of his comparatively slim and slightly-stooping rival, who seems 
painfully anxious as to the result. It is no part of my purpose 
to detail the particulars of the fight itself. JZ was neyer ro- 
minded of blows falling on “raw meat,” nor did the “thuds” 
impress me as anything unusual or unexpected. These delicate 
details have been too imaginatively and sensationally described to 
need recapitulation, even if they ‘formed a fitting topic for 
these pages.* Tt appeared to me to be a trial between brute 
strength and, not science, but hard straight hitting; and my 
sympathies throughout were in favour of King, from the time 
when I saw him nearly squeezed to death, in the first round, to 
his being picked up—as the ery went——dead, in the sixteenth or 
seventeenth. It seemed a contest between a giant 
and that the blows of the latterwere as nothing, to hugs and falls, 
each one of which seemed enough to squeeze out life, or to bring 
on paralysis, or produce concussion of the brain. Hustled away 
in the excitement and confusion which followed t : 
of King, and which breaks through all distinctio 
enough) between inner ring and outer ring, I struggle in vain to 
regain the place I have lost. Now standing on tip-toe, now 
jumping up like the striped clown who sings the “ Cure,” I have 
to content myself with glimpses over the heads of the crowd, of 
two tall, nude, apparently Staggering forms, at uncertain inter- 
vals, Suddenly Iseea sponge in the air, and know that the fight 
is over, When I hear that King has won—the man whose inani- 
mate frame I saw carried up, with eyes closed and head hanging 
loosely over the shoulder, but five minutes before—my surprise 
is boundless, 
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exceeding vigour, in return. “ Don’t be cross, old man!” is the 
only retort I hear; and when, with a touch of amusing vanity, 
he anxiously asks whether his “nose” (he called it “smeller BY 
“is all‘right,” he is evidently soothed by a fervid assurance 
of the unspoilt symmetry of that organ. Repeating again and 
again, with strong emphasis, that he has been “nearly 
scragged” (Anglice, hanged or choked), he asks after Heenan, 
and hears the “Oh, he’s all right!” with evident satisfaction. 
If “all right” mean a huge prostrate ‘figure, only kept in its 
chair by the exertions of the men who are acting as props on 
either side of it; if it mean a swollen, bleeding head on an utterly 
helpless body; if it mean an absence of motive power so complete 
that, when those around essay to lead him to a resting-place a 
few yards eff, the mighty limbs tremblingly refuse to perform 
their office, and make strange and uncertain movements, whilst 
the head rolls to and fro as if it belonged to a ghastly fantoccini; 
if the phrase convey all these signs and tokens, then John 
Carmel Heenan is “all right” indeed. “ Don’t press upon him ; 
let the man have air,” cry his attendants to the curious, eager, 
pushing crowd, supplementing their request by the brandishing 
of gutta-percha whips. ‘“Vot do ye let ’im go so near in for, 
then? asks ove of the hungry sight-seers, as an obese, red- 
whiskered, small-eyed man, who looks like a prosperous pub- 
lican, pushes boldly up to Heenan’s chair. “Well, yer see, he 
found a good deal of the money,” is the reply; and it is felt to 
be conclusive, and one fully entitling the intruder to impede the 
sufferer’s respiration as much as he thinks fit. 

King now collects subscriptions for his fallen foe, and the 
field is shortly afterwards vacated, and the train filled. “Once 
get a giant shaky on his legs,” said Mr. Vuffin, in the “Old 
Curiosity Shop,” “and the public care no more about him than 
they do for a dead cabbage-stalk.” I don’t say this was the case 
now: but when I saw Mr. Sayers exchanging jocularities with 
Mr. King at the Wadhurst station, and indulging in horse-play 
at the Bricklayer’s Arms; when I noted the merry talk and 
the jovial tone of my fellow-passengers (“ swells” all, on the re- 
turn journey) as we rolled gaily up to town; and when I learnt 
that the fallen giant, who was Mr. Sayers’s principal, was still 
lying helpless at the station we had left,—I thought it all made 
a curious commentary on the day, and sent me home medi- 
tating on my first (and last) practical experience of a meeting 
of the Millers and their Men. : . 


EIGHTEEN HUNDRED AND SIXTY-THREE. 

Tur season has, indeed, lacked no feature of interest or excitement. 
Racing, our most national pene now literally extending its influences 
“from China to Peru,” has been for the first time honoured by the 
official visits of the Prince of Wales to Epsom and Ascot, and has 
thus received the Royal tribute of recognition which the people of this 
nation invariably and fondly look for in their public amusements. Nor 
has this Royal patronage been confined to our own realm alone; the 
magnificent prize offered by the Emperor of the French became an eb- 
ject of keen speculation on both sides of the Channel, and England may 
rejoice in the fact, that however much the two year old of La Belle France 
may distinguish himself here, the four first in the long race at Paris 
wore all English trained, and the winner sprung from one of the most 
truly English lines of horse aristocracy. No less ample a revenge 
had, indeed,been already taken at Chester, wherein, in a field reduced to. 
the smallest known dimensions from awe of Stradella, that precarious 
animal was satisfactorily disposed of by Asteroid, whom Sir Joseph 
Hawley had the courage to run (and win) at the top-weight. We are 
here disagreeably reminded of the first contretemps in this unlucky 
year, prolific as it has been of unpleasantness; but the collision 
between Mr. Topham and the leading patrons of the meeting will, in 
all probability, conduce more to its future good than was at the time 
anticipated. Passing onwards to Newmarket, with another French 
favourite hopelessly beaten by one about to make his name still more 
famous, and even e the despised and “ coopered” Saccharometer— 
whose position in the race ought to have taught certain “ pitchers” a 
lesson, and prevented their going again to the ‘‘well” so soon after- 
wards at Doncastar—we come to the great racing events of the year at 
Epsom. Ascot brought with it a dead heat, recalling memories of 
Camarino and the calf-kneed Rowton, but let us hope with less fatal 
results to the game loser. It showed our horses to be, or some of them, 
as stout as ever; and it gave us the Tomato case as a sot off. 
And here, we fear, the redeeming quality of ultimate benefit is 
nearly wanting ; and that, notwithstanding the good feeling evinced 
by the Ring, many a day. must pass before that afternoon's evil 
entirely vanishes. The suggestion in our own columns, to ensure more 
accuracy in future appears the solitary advantage likely to be -lerived. 
The overthrow of the Anfield “pot” at Goodwoed, where half-mile 
races met with the just extinction they had pprevioualy earned at Now~- 
market; the exposure of The Ranger at York; and the ‘knocking 
out” of Lord Clifden at Warwick, are the only topics worth recalling 
until Doncaster, when the last-named hero took a noble and ample 
revonge upon all his calumniators, turned the faces of a cortain section 
first white and then black, and won the Leger under circumstances and 
amid applause unparalleled in the annals of racing, Fresh disagree- 
ables greet us as we near the close of the season, and bend our stops to 
Newmarket Heath. Lioness makes friends quarrelsomo, and handicap- 
pers furious ; Limosina sends a great stud to be looked at (and that’s 
all), under the rostrum of Tattersall; and the tale told by. ewmarket 
scales meets with as much incredulity as that promulgated by tho ham- 
mer of the auctioneer, ‘An ounce of civet, good apothecary!” and 
let us get into next season as quickly as possible, Ono redeeming feature 
fortunately remains indelille, the uprooting of the touts root and 
branch; and the probable meeting of Sasacon! and Lord Clifden gives 
us somothing to look forward to, 

Steeple-chasing, on the contrary, ended its season in the spring most, 
auspiciously, The National Rules, first made and used at Harborough, 
brought forth an unusual number of entries, although, from accidental 
circumstances, tho fields were not proportionally large. ‘These laws 
have now been adopted at Liverpool, and hence we may joyfully bid 
good-bye for the future to weed handicaps. One of the new rules, by 
the way, was first brought into action atDoncaster, for the benefit. of the 
Liverpool winner, Emblem, who was, in accordance with No. 3, 
relieved from the dangerous duty of a so-called “ walk over.” Tho 
excitement of a race must always be less than that with hounds, and 
the absonce of either eannot but prove detrimental to the bestand safest 
fencer; the insertion ef this tegulation is, therofore, another proof of 
the care, skill, and humanity with which these admirable laws have 
been framed. ‘ 

The kindred pursnit of hunting affords less scope for the chronicler. 
New masters have succeeded to new countries, and old ones have been 
compelled by illness te leave lieutenants behind them. Lord Stamford’s 
secession, inyolying the break up of a stud never equalled for extent 
and value, of which the sale was a model of conduct and fair dealing ; 
and the transfer of the Quorn to Mr. Clowes was an instance of the 
former; the Duke of Rutland and Lord Spencer, unhappily, have been 
forced to exemplify the latter cease. ‘he only other topic 18 one now 
well nigh reaching the foreseen termination to which the known good- 
heartedness of foxhunters and farmers would naturally conduct it ; and 
we plainly seo that wire fences in winter will soon accompany light 
handicapping for hunters to a limbo unreached by sportsmen. 

,. SORrene has had a great year. Not only have the aulces Amaryllidis 
ire in Coquetdalo (appropriate residence for the feminine qualities 
mainly displayed mn the controversy) been wholly and satisfactorily 
appeased, but the National Club has been reconstituted, and the rules 
remodelled, to meet the objections of the most recalcitrant of secre- 
taries or “office-holdors;” while the two great Scotch Clubs, in their 
turn, now form the Scottish National, New vigour hns been infused 
into tho little men, jealous and timid of 200 guinea scions of “ Scotland 
Yet” and her relatives, by the entire destruction of the whole set of 
“pot” crockery, which had been erected into idols for the Waterloo 
Cup. On referring to tho list of favourites for that great event, wo 
find that out of seventeen backed only two woro in tho fourth ties, and 
not one in the fifth, the four ultimately left in being literally without 
an admirer at the onset. On the other hand, two shining lights, Judge 
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and Jacobite, have gone to the “happy hunting grounds ;” but alto- 
gether the sun of Coursing has never shone more brightly than in 
1863 (always excepting the emissaries, which he tells off for dog-show 
duty) and the year has fitly closed with the recognition of Lord 
Craven’s unnumbered kindnesses and courtesies by the presentation to 
his lordship of the great Ashdown Picture. 

In Cricket, again, the old complaint of the bat beating the ball has 
been prevalent. Grounds are so numerous, and players so assiduous 
in practising the one feature thought worth cultivating, that to get a 
good bowler to a county club is as difficult as a four-wheel cab on a wet 
phere night. The “cricket parliament” ple laugh to scorn the 
efforts of the M.C.C., and it must be confessed that the Club pro- 
ceodings did not tend much to the advancement of their reputation for 
business habits. The “no ball” law must, of course, be done some- 
thing with; and the “Jeg before wicket” alteration would be one step 
to giving the fair, but alas! moderate bowler the pull he must some 
day receive, if everybody will bat and never bowl. The tendency of 
Mr. Broughton's proposal would, however, we apprehend, mainly be 
in the direction of what is called the “ Cambridge poke ;” which, under 
the terror of such a provision, would soon be brought to ineffable per- 
fection, and the legs of the batter reduced to infinitesimal proportions. 
With the old laws, however, to guide them, and British pluck to aid 
them, the Australian twelve have set forth, and it is no Sicarsreetsat 
of the former set of pilgrims to say that those of 1863 include the finest 
and best eleven which can well be picked. Indeed, with tho exception 
of Willsher, it is difficult to find another; and it would, we fear, be 
actually impossible, owing to absurd. dissensions, to get such an eleven 
actually in the field together for any match in England. Returning 
sense, however, as to this last point, deserves acknowledgment at our 
hands, and we will say no more on past quarrels than that we rojoice 
sincerely to find Surrey again about to encounter Nottingham in a 
gpirit Which should never have been suffered to droop. 

For the Sea and the River we have left but little space. Mr. Weld’s 
lamented death has caused a blank, which will, perhaps, never be re- 

laced in our time, among the real yacht owners of the Squadron ; and 
it must have been a source of consolation to him in his declining years, 
in these days of rapid advance, of successful ocean matches to Cher- 
bourg, of American devices, and of universal knowledge, that the poor 
old Alarm never moulted a feather of her glory, but left off, as he 
launched her, tho first racing yacht in the world. On the River, beyond 
the failure of the Australian cham ion, Green, to pluck the laurel from 
the brow of Chambers, the pride of the north, the Oxford and Cam- 
bridge match alone needs notice; and while all praise is,due to the former, 
and above all to her unrivalled captain, Mr, Hoare, who has now for the 
third year, by unflinching exertion, and rare powers of management 
and selection, borne his crew to victory, we must, in the discharge of a 
journal’s duty, give Cambridge the meed of disapprobation she s0 
richly deserves. ‘* Constant changes,” ‘ short chopping stroke,” and 
‘‘internal jealousy,” the phrases current in the newspapers of the 
riod, will, we frankly tell them, involve defeats as certain, if not as 
isgracoful, as that of the present year. ‘A hundred to one on Ox-~ 
ford,” within half a minute after tho start, is a bat discordant to all who 
wish for an exhibition of such rowing as either University must have 
within its precincts, if properly brought forward. 

Of Football what need we say? Are not all the papers full of it? 
Does not the great 7imes itself publish its letters, and the very peda- 

ogues and archididascali sing its praises and codify its laws? For 

igeon Shooting, erst a seedy and disreputable memorial of better days 
at the Red House, Mr. Heathcote spares us the trouble of saying any- 
thing ; fer he gets up to Mrs, Stones’ suburban retreat, drags, and han- 
soms, and moustaches, too many tocount. Of Billiards, why we have 
all seen M. Berger make cannons, in Leicester-square, till wo come 
away tired of looking before he has finished the break. And Pedes- 
trianism has been rehabilitated by Captain Machell’s prowess, insomuch 
that a Champion Challenge Cup, for gentlemen, being members of tho 


‘army, navy, either university, or a club, is already talked of as settled. 


So, we can lay down our pen with a feeling that, come what may, 
sport in England is notlikely to perish, andthat our vocation will still be 
needed until Mr, Cobden has gotten the betterof Mr. Delane and divided 
tho land, with or without “agrarian laws,” and whether, according to 
“Thucydides,” or the Morning Star and the Rochdale Observer. In that 
case we must bide our doom; till then, in the hopes of a better fate, we 
bid our readors good-bye, wishing them a ‘ merry Christmas," and, in 
the languago of the Ring, a—‘‘ good year !”

Dear News,—Tho news of Heenan and King's fight is now eagerly 
looked for every day, and although it doesn’t create anything like the 
excitement as the memorable international mill between Tom Sayers 
and the Boy of Benicia, still, when the result is known, the sporting 
houses will reap a rich harvest from the crowds who will flock thither 
to hear the opinion of such men as Joe Coburn, Bill Haatings, Izzy 
Lazarus, and other noted boxers. The odds here are very extravagant 
on Heenan, ranging from 2 to 1 to 8 to 1, which is hard to be accounted 
for, unless from a national feeling in the matter. I cannot disguise my 
own wishes for our man to win, but, am not foolish enough to specu- 
late at such risk.

Proradarion or SALNON.—-Tho most successful experiment we have 
read of took place in Connaught in 1861. Those who are acquainted 
with the topography of Connemara know the famous Ballinahinch 
Lakes, <A few miles from Ballinahinch are the less known Doohoollah 
Lakes, nearly all small, and connected by a number of streams—some 
natural, others artificial, The latter were cut by one of the old race, 
with tho object of introducing salmon, and letting them pass freely from 
one lake to another. We never heard whether the design had succeeded 
——perhaps not, because no salmon were recently found there, though white 
trout, as fine favoured as salmon, abounded. Tho present proprietors— 
Scotch gentlemen, we believe-—wore induced to try the artifical aystem, 
and certainly no place in Ireland could bo more favourable. In the first 
year about 18,000 fry were hatched, of which a large number reached 
the proportions of “smolts,” aa our northern neighbours call a more 
advanced stage of salmon fry, In the first year seven hundred were 
marked by nicking above the tail, or making incisions in the fins. Of 
these a troop took to sca, while others remained in their quarters for 
another year. Well, what was tho result? The second year passed 
away, and though anxious eyes wore on the look out for “ grilse”—the 
third stage of the fry-——none came. If any arrived they would bo seen, 
for oreyE that passes up inty the Iakes can be seen aa it ascends 
the river. This was disheartening, but, undeterred by failure, tho ex- 
Jpteeah was renewed on a far larger scale Inst year. About two 

undred thousand ova were deposited, and none of the fry were marked. 
The fortune of the second brood it would be premature to discuss, but 
wo have Some yet to say of the lost ones of the preceding year. 
One fine morning last spring a shoal of fish was seen in tho bay, but 
whether salmon or white trout was uncertain. ‘T'wo days after, three 
aalmon—thero could be no doubt of the species, from the angle at which 
they leap—were seen rising in the lakes. Then a fine peal, or grilso, of 
5lb weight, was caught in the trap. The arrivals soon became 
numerous, and among them wore found several of the marked fry. 
Bofors the endof the season no fewer than 106 peals, of whom 87 
were marked, found their way into waters in which a salmon was not 
seen for the last 50 years. The average weight of the new comers was 
between 4b and 5lb. Of course they were too welcome to be injured. 
They were handled quite tenderly, and after taking somo necessary 
notes touching their appearance, the captors returned them to the 
water, and allowed them to pursue their journey to the spawning beds. 
One fact which the Scotch pisiculturist first noticed has been confirmed 
at Doohoollah—that large fry make large fish.— Freeman, 

Yorksuims Satmon Frsugntes.—Resolutions upon the Act of 1861 
are being circulated by the Yorkshire Salmon Fisheries Preservation 
Association, These resolutions point out the inadequacy of the 
Act for the purposes intended—the development, cultivation, and pro- 
tection of the salmon fisheries in this country. ‘The inadequacy of the 
funds raised by voluntary subscription and the unfairness of 80 raising 
funds are pointed out, it-being an invariable rule that the districts 
deriving the greatest benefits subscribe tho least; and it is suggested 
that in future legislation funds should be raised by license on all 
engines used to take fish, and an assessment on private fisheries, The 
Act is likely to become a dead letter in respect of the Derwent, and 
thereby in respect of all the rivers of the north in Yorkshire, 
nearly all of which have the Derwent as outlet. Lord St, 
Vincent, the proprietor of the weir at Button Mills, the first 
on the river, and impassable for fish excopt at the times of highest 
flood, objects to the removal of the obstructions, and threatens the 
society with legal proceedings if any interference be attempted. Other 
proprietors higher up the river would make the nocessary alterations 
to make the Derwent and its tributaries good salmon streams if the 
Sutton difficulty could be overcome. The Derwent only subscribes 
the sum of 32/,; The Ouse, 801.; the Ure, 172. ; and the Swale, 1201 
With this small total nothing can be done. Lord Teignmouth (tho 
chairman) favours the adoption of the Irish and Scotch method of 
assessing the owners of the banks of salmon rivers where it could be 
done without interference with private rights. Atany rate the sum 
at prosent raised for the preservation of salmon is altogethor in- 
adequate, and the association, through its secretary, Mr. J, H. Phillips, 
aske for any suggestions likely to be of benefit in future operations.

‘dd that it is a very injurious matter to the progress of the sport to promise 
and not) perferm,. The «first event on. the catalogue. was a 100 yds 
upln, for 10 sova,. between J, Robinson and J... Dramond. The 
raco was set apart for 10 om., but we believe the fostive season had a 
great effegt'on the wandoring propensities of the clan. as only & meagre 
muster passed the gate, According to-the agreement, Robinson had to have 
one yard allowéd at the finishing end, yet, notwithstanding this, he started the 
yon-favourite, at small odds. he contest was « hollow thing, and, if. the 
running was genuine, Drumond's party exhibited poor qualities in making 
auch an incalculable blunder—he, virtually, had not a semblance of a chance; 
he was astray from the ottset, and, after ‘keeping as much in the rear as 
possible, he lost.a queer-run race by five yards. .

Everything 
poor in readiness, a] start was effected, Barrett: and Williams taking 
the lead, which thay maintained still near Hulme Hall corner, when 
Butler and Williamson made a desperate effort, and overhauled their 
opponents. Both crews kept together ‘till:they reached the buoy, when a 
desparate struggle for the turn took place, which was gained by Butler and 
Williamson. Tho latter crew having got the load, maintained it to the finish, 
and ultimately won by ® length anda half.

THE ACCLIMATISATION SocreTy.—Crossina Parasants.—A. 0. Maclean 
Esq., of Haremere Hall, Hurst-green, Sussex (a member of the Accli- 
matisation Society), has succeeded in cultivating a cross between a 
Japaneso pheasant and the common English bird. The result is a 
hybrid of exceedingly rich and brilliant plumage, large make, and of 
excellent savour. he hen hybrid does not differ much in appearance | 
from. the English bird ; it is rather more elegant in make, and the neck 
is not so bluff. The cock bird is not only much handsomer in plumage 
and make, but Mr. Maclean reports him to be “quick in motion and 
flight, hardy in rearing, and capable of providing for itself. at an 
earlier period than an nglish pheasant; the spurs are sharp and 
as long as a bird of a year old; weight runs from 3lb. to 3lb. 7oz. threa 
weeks back—birds of this season, which would run up to near 4]b at 
the end of the season, or by next year. Ifind them heavier (writes 
Mr. Maclean) than the English of same age; the flesh is sweet.and 
tender. Of 230 pheasants which I reared this season, about 100 wero 
of the hybrid Japanese kind, and are now scattered about my woods 
and inclined to éxtend their rambles. ‘These birds were bred from two 
Japanese cocks, which came a five months’ voyage from the East, the: 
hens ‘and. other cocks having died on the passage. From all I have 
heard [think the ‘mixture with the English birds will improve the 
breed, and Tam only sorry that—the hens having died—I could ‘not 
have turned ont a number of the pure Japan breed, so as to have se- 
cured their continuance in the country, but by and bye I may succeed 
in this,as Ihave sent for a supply of both cecks and hens. My 
gamekeeper has been very successful in rearing as many as 230 birds, 
without losing one by gapes or other disease.”
